AN ACT to create subsection (3) of section 96.01 of the statutes,
relating to notice to cut weeds in cities.
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTioN 1. A new subsection is added to section 96.01 of the
statutes to read: (96.01) (3) In cities of the third and fourth
classes, in licu of the notice required under subsection (2), an-
nual notice to eut or destroy all noxious weeds listed shall be
given as provided in this subsection to every person, firm or cor-
poration owning, occupying or controlling any land therein. The
mayor of each such city shall cause such notice to be published
for two consecutive weeks in one or more papers having general
circulation in such city, the first publication to be had on or be-
fore the fifteenth day of June in each year. Failure to publish
notice as herein provided shall not relieve any landowner or
renter of property from the provisions of sections 96.01 to 96.03.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.
